Last night, at 8.15 the members of 
the St. James Literary Club were en- 
tertained by an account of the history 
and other aspects of the lslanè of Bar- 
badoes. The speaker was P. C. Arm- 
strong, whose family has been resi- 
dent on the lila'nd for some three hun- 
dred years, c. B. James, Esq., Intro- 
duced the speaker. 

The Island Is the most easterly of 
the West Indies group, arid is situ- 
ated 13 degrees north of the equator. 
In origin it is a coral Island, but it hag 
been subsequently elevated by volcanic 
disturbances. Originally the West In- 
dian Islands were part of the South 
American mainland. 

m No Hurricanes 
Unlike many of the West Indies, 
Barbadoes is not subject to many hur- 
ricanes, only about four severe ones 
being recorded in the island's long 
history. The climate Is, as a rule, cool 
and pleasant owing to the fact that 
rain falls at sunrise every .day for 
at 'least eight months. 

The economic aspect of the island 
is of considerable interest. In area It 
comprises come 106,000 acres, of which 
100,000 are under cultivation. In 1031 
the island Imported $7,000,000 worth 
of produce. From these meagre sta- 
tistics can . be gleaned some idea of 
the intensive agriculture that is car- 
ried on . - i . 

Largely Black 
In population It is largely black. Of 
the original natives— tfyp^Carabs — 
none exist on the Island and none of 
pure stock in the' whole We^|Indles. 
The oldest inhabitants of the isjand 
are the white people; the colored pop- 
ulation being the descendants of the 
slave;. The poor whites constitute a 
group apart, and are the descendants 
of-" Irish,' MglilaWifoa WesT Country ;

jyjcOILL students will have an op- 
portunity of hearing Max Yergan 
deliver a lecture this afternoon at 5.15 
in Strathcona Hall. Mr. Yergan will 
speak on Racial Conditions in South 
Africa. 

Max Yergan is an American negro 
who has lived in South Africa for fif- 
teen years, before which he served with 
distinction in the Great War. His par-, 
ticular work in South Africa has been 
to find- points of contact between col- 
oured and white students in the col- 
leges of that country, where no mixing 
of the races is allowed. Opportunities 
for understanding between white and 
native students are therefore rare. ' 
. No Professional Schools 
There are no professional schools for 
negroes in South Africa. If a coloured 
student wishes to study medicine, law, 
or any other profession, he must go to 
some university outside of South 
Africa. Colleges in that country are 
for white students only, in spite of the 
fact that the negroes outnumber the 
white people. In recent jrears in South 
Africa, as in other countries, the na- 
tives have begun to assert themselves 
and to insist on having a larger part 
in the public life of the country. This 
has led to inevitable tension and, in 
some cases, to conflict between the two 
races. Realizing that they must be on 
the defensive and their interests safe- 
guarded, the white people have set up 
many barriers against the natives. 

Max YéVgan, with an understanding 
of negro problems which no white man 
can attain, has undertaken the diffi- 
cult task of bringing the students of 
the two races together, and has met 
with great success. He has* won the 
confidence, not only of .the negroes, 
but, what is more unusual inasmuch as 
he himself is coloured, he has gained 
a real place among the white people. 
Awarded Medal ' 
He is, today, one of the outstanding 
leaders- of the world. His work has 
been recognized by the award of the 
Sprlngem Medal which was presented 
to him at the. - University .. of , Chicago 
last July. Mr. Yergan is. an able 
speaker and has a- commanding pres- 
ence. , 

His stay in Montreal, will be only of 
two days' duration and before address- 
ing the students of McGill this after- 
noon, he will deliver a lecture to a 
Business Men's Luncheon at the Wind- 
sor Hotel. All students are cordially 
Invited to attend his lecture. It will 
begin at 5.15, and no admission fee 
will be charged.

Lawrence's Beliefs 
Clad In Symbolism 

P. Beatts Addresses English 
Literature Society. 

When the English Literature Society 
met yesterday afternoon in the Union 
Grill Room, p.m. Beatts spoke on "D. 
H. Lawrence, Artist and Man." Beatts 
opened with a short appreciation of 
Lawrence, narrating a little biograph- 
ical data, thenceforth concerning him- 
self .mainly with an attempt to explain 
Lawrence's philosophy, or rather be- 
liefs, as exposed in his symbolism. 

D. H. Lawrence emphasized emotion 
rather than intellect* and tried to live 
according to the dictates of his blood. 
In the "Plumed Serpent," Beatts be- 
lieved that the best explanation of his 
principles appears. In the book he at- 
tempts to found a new religion, based 
on feeling, with chief god the "Plumed 
Serpent" of Mexican folk-lore." Ancient 
Mexicans came closer to his own be- 
liefs than any other ^people. Although 
for a' while he thought that the Etrus- 
cans would fulfil these requirements. 
The meeting was well attended, and it 
was announced that Dr. Hendel of the 
Department of Philosophy would next 
address the club on "A Moralist looks 
at the Theatre." ...

After, two days of strenuous cam- 
paigning by the Federated Charities 
Committee and their numerous class 
and group representatives the Faculty 
of Law takes the lead in contributions 
by having turned in the greatest per- 
centage of their objective while the 
School of Commerce has the distinc- 
tion of having made the highest ag- 
gregate contribution to date. 

Architecture, which had the distinc- 
-tlon of having made the greatest per- 
centage of .their objective at the end 
of the first day of. campaigning slipped 
Into third 1 place . having contributed 
3*8 per cent of their objective while 
the School of Graduate Nurses is a 
close fourth with 32 iier cent of their 
objective already contributed. 
Higher Than Last Year 
Collections for the second day being 
almost three times as great as those 
of the opening day, the total for the 
campaign to date now exceeds the 
1932 total of the same date by ap- 
proximately $100. The Charities Com- 
mittee Is highly gratified with the re- 
sults so far and feel that the generous 
response of the' students Is an indica- 
tion that the $2,000 . McGill students 
quota will be exceeded and that a 
mark will be set for future campaigns 
to aim at. 

The sum of $237.68 collected to date 
compares favourably with last years 
total of $138 and as the heaviest con- 
tributions are usually made about the 
middle of the campaign it is expected 
that most faculties will reach their ob- 
jective with little difficulty. Law, Com- 
merce, Architecture, and the School of 
Graduate Nurses are already well on 
the way to. success while the R.V.C., 
Medicine and Engineering also have 
made a good start:". 

Bill Mitchell Heads Law 
Honours at the end of the second 
days campaigning go to Bill Mitchell, 
who heads the L»w~ committee which 
to date has collected $3825 or 61 per 
cent of their objective. Frank Camp- 
bell, heading the Commerce committee, 
which has collected $81.08 or 48.8 per 
cent, of their objective is next in line 
for the honours to date. 

Frank Nobbs and Miss Anderson and 
their representatives, looking after the 
returns from . Architecture and the 
School of Graduate Nurses respectively 
also share the honours of thé cam- 
paign at this point. The seventy-five 
per cent Increase over the returns at 
the same date last year, however, in- 
dicate that the entire student canvass 
committee is deserving of credit.

T^OLLOWING up an original idea successfully 
initiated a few weeks ago, the producers of the 
Montreal -Repertory Theatre invited prominent 
Montreal theatre critics to present an evening's en 
tertainment for which they alone would be re 
sponsible, and which would be judged critically by 
an audience of members. The idea, aside from the 
obvious. novelty of its attraction, proved a valuable 
one, in that the critics were, brought forcibly into 
realization .of the ever-present and innumerable 
little problems that surround the dramatist in the 
writing and staging of his own play. 

"Three Characters in Search of a Plot", by 
Thomas Archer of the Gazette, recounted humor- 
ously the harrassing problems that assaU the hard 
boiled Broadway play-producer. Besides contain- 
ing an hilarious burlesque on well-known char 
acters and incidents,- the piece ■ was notable for a 
vigorous handling of the producer's part by Cecil 
Nichol. 

Dr. Leon Edel (The Herald) conceived an ori 
glnal and topical melodrama in. his "Nocturne" the 
action of which takes place near the border of 
modern Germany under the Hitler Jew-persecu- 
tion regime. A long' emotional speech was finely 
delivered by Somer Albcrg,. whose Professor was a 
stirring bit of interpretation.

and navies-assist, the individual nation 
to decide its quarrels. Thus we. see 
that material force is acting in direct 
oppositlon'to its correct function. 

"What was said of Germany in 1914 
is now being said of Japan." In 1914 
men said that war was the result of 
the "Inevitable biological struggle." 
Population increased by leaps and 
bounds, and war was employed to ap- 
propriate '■' territory and sustenance,' 
they said. But, Sir Norman said, this 
Is not true. Economic need may, pro- 
yoke war, but really it is the false 
Idea as to economic need that begins 
war. After \Vo won the Great War, 
we could not stop the German popula- 
tion from "increasing one million a 
year. We could not take their personal 
property, gramaphones, false teeth, or 
their trade. We cannot transfer the 
modern world by power. Concerning 
debts, Germany has paid rather less 
to other nations, the speaker said, 
than they have paid to her in order 
that she may pay them back. 
Crisis of Plenty 
Sir Norman Angell continued by 
saying that ''this is a crisis of plenty."
